(15) i n such a way that the light from cono (19. 20) of the lighting means of tho 
trans ill um i nator (8) is directed toward the cutting opening 

2. (Currently amended) The claw-cutting tool as claimed in claim 1, wherein oharaot e r i z e d i n 
tl^ the transilluminator (8) is arranged on the lower shearing blade 

3. (Currently amended) The claw-cutting tool as claimed in claim 1 and 2 , further comprising 
charact e r i z e d i n that light guides ar e prov i d e d for bringing the light (19, 20) of the 
transilluminator (§) to the cutting opening (4§). 

4. (Currently amended) The claw-cutting tool as claimed in claim 1 and 2 , wherein 
charact e riz e d i n that the transilluminator (§) is made from a transparent material inte which the 
lighting means are embedded. 

5. (Currently amended) The claw-cutting tool as claimed in th e pr e c e d i ng c l a i ms, 
charact e r i z e d i n that claim 1. wherein t he lighting means are light-emitting diodes. 

6. (Currently amended) The claw-cutting tool as claimed i n tho procod i ng c l a i ms, 
charactor i zod i n that in claim 1. further comprisina a battery compartment, and wherein the 
lighting means are connected by means of a power line (44) via an on/off switch (44) to a the 


battery compartment^ (10) wh i ch i s pr e f e rab l y arrang e d i n a hand le (1 or 2) of th e c l aw - cutt i ng

7. (Currently amended) The claw-cutting tool as claimed in th e pr e c e d i ng c l a i ms, claim 1. 
wherein charact e r i z e d i n that different illumination intensities can be set for the lighting means. 

8. (Currently amended) The claw-cutting tool as claimed in th e pr e c e d i ng c l a i ms, claim 1, 
wherein charact e r i z e d in that the transilluminator {§) comprises i s ass i gn e d a sensor (8) which 
detects the spectral wavelength of the red blood cells (4^ and/or measures the absorption of 
the light (19, 20) . 

9. (Currently amended) The claw-cutting tool as claimed in th e pr e c e d i ng c l a i ms, 
charactor i zod i n that claim 1. further comprising a securing device (4^ for securing wh i ch 
fixos tho a claw (47) before the a_cutting operation^ i s arranged on tho c l aw cutt i ng tool, 
proforab l y i n tho reg i on of tho shoar i ng b l ados (5, 6). 

10. (Currently amended) The claw-cutting tool as claimed in th e pr e c e d i ng c l a i ms, 
charact e r i z e d i n that claim 1. further comprising a claw ejection opening, (4€), disposed is 
prov i d e d in the lower leg^ {A) of th e c l aw - cutt i ng too l . 

1 1 . (New) The claw-cutting tool as claimed in claim 6, wherein the battery compartment is 
arranged in one of the two handles. 

12. (New) The claw-cutting tool of claim 9, wherein the securing device is disposed adjacent to 
the shearing blades.
